SAcitAMENTOiSeptember 30.—The Even- 
ing Bee this afternoon published a sen- 
sational story of 
the 
confession of 


George Kontag, the notorious tram rob- 
ber,

having

J. D. Hume, Welle-Fargo's detective, 
Colonel H. «.^WrightrraUroad division, 
superintendent, and a 
stenographer 


went to Folsom penitentiary yesterday, 
and the prisoner told the story of hie 
crimes in the presence of the gentlemen 
named and Captain Anil, warden of the 
prison. 


Sontay's 
narrative 
is un exten- 


sive one, making between 8000 and 
10,000 words. He told of all the train 
robberies in which he and his brother 
John and Chris Evans were implicated, 
including tho Collis, Pixlcy, the Ceres 
and Alila robberies. 


All the particulars-were learned from 


Hoiitaj,- ns to how the details were ar- 
ranged for the recent bold break of pris- 
oners at the Folsom penitentiary. It 
proved the theory of the warden that 
William Fredericks, the ex-convict now 
wanted for killing Sheriff Pascoe of 
Nevada minify, had placed tho arms and 
ammunition where they could easily be 
found by the prisoners at the proper 
time. 


Sontag was uont to prison for life. His 


brother John is dead. The Evans fam- 
ily have not treated old Mrs. Soiling in 
a very cordial manner, and George 
doubtless thought nothing was to ho 
gained by silence, but he is a shrewd 
man and undoubtedly demanded that 
some Eort of promise for hope of even- 
tual liberty be held out to him. In fact, 
it ia thought that he received a promise 
that in return for his aid to the officers, 
intercession for commutation of bis life 
sentence would bo made with Governor 
Marklmm, but the men who heard the 
confession refused lo pay whether this 
was so or not. 


The railroad officials declined to give 


out complete details of the confession. 


The confession of George Soiling will 


bo used against Chris Evans in his trial 
soon to b« called in Fresno. 


THE CONKEHHIOS. 


The following is a synopsis of George 


.Soiling's confession: 


George Soiling says that in May, 1S91. 


he was living m Mnnkalo, Minn., and 
hit) brotlt'cr John, who is now 'dead, 
came home from California on a visit. 


John told him lip wne a train roblwv 


and had robbed two trains in California. 
He said ho was going back to California 
to rob a train at Ceres, near Modesto, 
and lie did leave for California in Juno 
and went to Modesto, whore he met 
Chris Evans. 


George miya bin brother John and 


Chris diJ jiliessipt lo rob tho tram at 
Ceres and from what they told him 
afterwards they throw several dynamite 
bombs into the car and Evans' nhot Leu 
Harris of the Southern 1'acilic. 


After the robbery had nrovou 
. . 


ccHBful they returned to Modesto, ono of 
them going to StockJ.au and the other to 
Sacramento. 


John Sontag then went to Minnesota 


and made a proposition lo George lo rob 
a train near thcro. 


George told his brother they could rob 


train No, 3, running between Chicago 
and Minneapolis on the Milwaukee road. 
They sent tlieir mother and George's 
family to a place of safety and prepared 
for the robbery. This was in tho early 
part of November, 1801. They went to 
a place willed Western Union Junc- 
tion, laid for No. 3 and got about $4800. 
.John took the engineer and (ircman 
tin the track and George did the robbery, 
lie savs it was his firat attempt and ho 
felt a lack of confidence, that he ought 
to have got $100,000, as the messenger 
threw out some boxen of money, but he 
mistook them for something else. Up 
to this time George Sontag save lie hnd 
not become acquainted with Chris Ev- 
ans. 
Afler the Western Union Junc- 


tion robbery the brothers went lo Cali- 
fornia togethor, fiist stopping at Los 
Angfilee. 


George soon went to Visalia, where 


he met Evans, who knew that he and 
John had just been engaged in a rob- 
bery. John joined them later and the 
three loft Visalia and wont up into the 
mountains. Here George became ill 
and had to go to San Francisco to have 
his eyes treated. When he recovered 
he returned to Makato, Minn., arriving 
there about April 25,1892. 


Ho soon got a letter from his brother 


asking him if ho could not fix a job 
there. George says he intended to rob 
some train running out of Chicago dur- 
iug the "World's Fair, anyhow, but ho 
wrote his brother to come and they 
vould do what they could. John did 


back; then he made tho fireman get 
into the car with lights and finally got 
in himself. 
Ho next compelled tho 


messenger to unlock the local safe and 
pour tnrco money-bags into a sack 
around his (Sontag's) neck. Then they 
got out of the car together and Sontag 
compelled tlio messenger to shoulder 
one sack and the fireman the other two 
and starl up tho track with him. In 
the meantime Evans exploded another 
bomb on tho eccentric of the engine and 
then joined them. 


After they 'had gone some distance 


they compelled the others to return to 
tho train. Evans and George took tho 
money and soon joined John Sontag, 
and together they drove into Fresno, 
arriving there before the train did. 
George had previously purchased a 
ticket, so he boarded the train and went 
to Visalia to Evans' house there. Evans 
and John drove there, arriving in time 
for breakfast. 


George Bays that Mrs. Evans and her 


daughter knew nothing of the robbery. 
He also says they secured about $1000 
besides some Peruvian money. 


They put it in Evans' barn, but he 


_oes not know what disposition Evans 
•and John afterwards made of it, aa ho 
himself, was arrested the next day. 
George'also says that his brother John 
and Chris Evans committed tho Gosheu 
and 1'ixley robberies.

ly, "Bully for him," and at once became 
interested.

patch stated that he took part in all four 
of the robberies named, his face black- 
ened and he said with vehemence and 
much show of resentment, "Just say for 
me that George Sontag or any other 
man who saya I ever robbed a train tolls 
a lie from beginning 'to end. Besides, 
George Sontag never made such a state- 


He then went on to say that he could 


disprove the charge bydoswiiti of people. 
At the time of the Alila train robbery 
he was in the armory nt Visalla watch- 
ing the hoys drill when tho dispatch an- 
nouncing the robbery waa received, and 
afterwards talked tho matter over in u 
saloon. 


Ho could not have robbed the train, 


therefore, unless ho had wuigs, and he 
disclaimed being an angel. Ho was at 
homo when the I'ixley and Ceres rob- 
beries occurred, and went to Selma the

be realized. A fair in which the fann- 
ers, stock raisers aud fruit growers join 
heartily in making fl-succe«a is not alone 
to be desired on account of the increased 
profits which would jiccrue to the asso- 
ciation which has equipped and main- 
tains tlic beautiful grounds which should 
be a source of pride to-every citizen,hut 
also on account of the benefits which 
would result from a healthy competition 
nnd exchange of ideas among the agri- 
culturists of the district. Negotiations 
should be entered into at once for tho 
purpose of eecuring the hearty co-opera- 
tion of the farmers of the district for 
the next fair. 
If this is done the fair 


will be much more than a mere finan- 
cial success.

counsel for Richard S. Heath, charged 
with tho murder of L. U. McWhirter, 
will mako a motion for a change of 
venue. The ullidavils in support of 
this motion were filed last evening, and 
the one made by thu defendant himself 
contains some sensational charges. 


Heath's allidavit s'ates that ho was 


indicted by an alleged grand jury of 
Fresno county upon the charge of mur- 
dering McWhirter, was secretly taken 
from San Francisco to Fresno 
and 


lodged in the jail here, and that from 
tho time of arrest to the present time 
the newspapers ol this county have con- 
tinually declared by local item and inu- 
endo and positive assertion that he, 
Heath, was guilty of said charge. 


KIC \V.\K HIS FIUENI). 


Heath declares in tho tvflidnvit that he 


is not only innocent ot the murder of 
McWhirter, but is absolutely without 
any knowledge as to how he died and 
arid knows no facts that can in aiiv way 
pertain to McWhirtcr's death. He 
fur- 


ther says that during McWhirtor's life- 
time ho and McWhirter were close and 
attached friends. 


TIMID JUIIOIIS. 


The affidavit next recites the circum- 


stances of the motion to set aside the al- 
leged indictment and its denial and the 
drawing of Iho jury. It is stated that 
a jury was obtained with great difficulty; 
that many of them expressed their be- 
lief upon examination that McWhirter 
had been murdered, tho affirmative or 
contrary of which was an essential fact 
lo bo pnivcn by the prosecution. 
On 


tho final ballot the jury stood eleven for 
conviction and one for acquittal. Upon 
several ballots prior to iho final one, 
however, the jury in one instance stood 
three for acquittal and one for murder

The allidavit then takes up the matter 


of prejudice again and 
alleges that 


Heath does not make tho application 
for a change of venue in person because 
he cannot safely appear here. It is also 
alleges that after tlio discharge of the 
jury Deputy Sheriff Peck sought to ob- 
tain, and did obtain, a number of resi- 
dents of this city to mako an attempt to 
break jail and take Heath out and kill 
him. 
The feeling wue so great against 


him, 
in fact, that even the lives of his 


counsel wore constantly menaced and 
endangered from UrearmH and weapons 
in the hands of some of the audience al 
the trial. 
For all--of these reasons a 


change of venue is asked.

KS contended, the enfranchisement of its

der, and wo point with pride to the fact 
that after nearly 25 years of woman 
suffrage not one comity in Wyoming has 
a poorhouse, that our jails are almost 
empty and crime, except that by stran- 
gers iu the state, almost unknown, and 
as the result of experience wo urge every 
civilized community on tho earth to en- 
franchise its women without delay."—
